MEN MAY MOVE AT ONCE: 


Troops from Chickamauga, New 
Orleans, and Mobile Are Mo- 
bilizing at Tampa on 
Rush Orders. 


THEFT OF FOOD SUPPLIES. 


Defenses Not Entirely Destroyed, but 
Are Known and They Can 
Easily Be Demolished. 


JUNCTION WITH GOMEZ PLANNED. 


The orders of the War department 
calling for the immediate mobilization 
at Tampa, Fla., of several regiments and 
batteries from Chickamauga, New Or- 
leans, and Mobile is in accordance with 
the plan to send a force of 5,000 or 
more men from that place to Matanzas. 
It has been publicly announced that 
this movement would take place in a 
week or ten days. Dispatches to The 
Tribune ” last night from the points of 
army concentration indicate that the 
movement may be made much sooner. 
It was reported at Tampa that it may 
take place within the next forty-eight 
hours. 

Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Special.]—

toward the landing in Cuba by United States 
troops.

This important information was at once 
telegraphed to Washington, and upon the 
urgent request of the strategy board Pres- 
dent McKinley himself authorized Admira 
Sampson to take whatever measures he saw 
fit to dismantle the fortifications. The Pres- 
ident is particularly anxious to relieve ihe 
suffering in Cuba. Matanzas is the one 
place above all others where the concen- 
trados have been gathered in large nutm- 
bers and treated with the most inhuman 


week reported that the supplies gathered 
there for the concentrados and carefully 
labeled as 6oming from the government of 
the United States have been seized and dis- 
tributed to the Spanish soldiers. 

It wat the purpose of the President at 
first to send the Red Cross ships to Matanzas 
and depend upon their peaceable flag to 
carry the provisions into the harbor, and 
distribute them to the wretched reconcen- 
trados. The reports of Spanish treachery in 
stealing the food from starving people made 
It necessary that the harbor should be 
open. The purpose of the visit of: the New 
York to Matanzas Bay was to discover the 
location of the new batteries, Point Maya 
and Point Gorda, at the entrance of the har- 
bor. Admiral Sampson was not directly in- 
structed to destroy these fortifications, but 
he was told to get near enough to draw 
their fire, and to return it eg became neces- 
sary. 

Forts Not 88 Silenced. 

The official report at the Navy depart- 

ment by no means represents that the forts’ 
were entirely silenced. Their location, how- 
ever, was carefully fixed, and when it be- 
comes necessary to open the bay for the 
purpose of landing supplies two or three of 
the big ships will take up their positions 
outside in deep water and demolish the 
fortifications thoroughly. They will then be 
able to steam nearly to the head of the long 
and deep bay, and the gunboats will be 
pushed ahead nearly to the landing wharf. 
It will de perfectly feasible to keep the en- 
tire city under the control of the guns of the 
fleet, and a landing party would have but 
little difficulty in seizing the railroad sta- 
tion, which is located in the southern part 
of the city near the water. 
An expedition is now being prepared in 
Florida, comprising a number of ships load- 
ed to the guard with food and clothing for 
the concentrados at Matanzas. This will be 
landed in all probability next week, with the 
assistance of the big ships of the fleet, and 
Matanzas will be made not only the center 
of relief work, but the base of operations 
against Havana. The city is only seventy- 
five miles by rail from the capital, and when 
it is once occupied by a comparatively small 
force two or three gunboats will be quite 
sufficient to hold it against any force the 
Spaniards could possibly detach from Ha- 
vane.

Will Soon Tie Up Blanco. 
Once having effected a landing west of 


at Bahia, Honda, in the Province of Pinar 
del Rio, and thus the capital would be com- 
manded from the sea by the fleet and by 
the land forces east and west, and Blanco’s 
military operations would be practically 
coniined to sustaining the siege. Such a 
disposition of the troops, would practically 
give the United States control of Pinar del 
Rio, Matanzas, and Santa Clara, and then 
the insurgents would have no difficulty in 
overrunning such portions of Puerto Prin- 
clipe and Santiago de Cuba as they do not 
now control. This would block up Blanco 
in Havana Province entirely. 

Navy people do not expect the Spanish fleet 
ever to cross the Atlantic, and for this reason 
they predict that the war will be a long 
one, for they say that sooner or later it will 
be necessary to send our combined flects 
across the Atlantic and bring Spain to terms 
unless in the meanwhile the powers interfere 
to end the war. It seems to be generally 
undorstood that after the United States has 
seized Cuba, Puerto Rico, and the Philip- 
pines, Spain will endeavor to keep up a 
pretense of fighting and close the Mediter- 
ranean to American commerce. : 


When Europe Will Intervene. 

When this time arrives it is believed that 
the European powers will interfere in such 
a way as to force the Madrid government to 
accept a treaty of peace, and thus anticipate 
a descent by the American fleet on the pen- 
insula, which is something the European 
nations are particularly anxious to avoid. 

General Blanco and his unfortunate sol- 
diers in Cuba in all probability will be de- 
serted by the mother country from this time 
on, and it seems impossible that they could 
be anything but prisoners of war within the 
next sixty days, for the blockade will en- 
tirely deprive them of supplies. There is no 
information at the Navy department that 
any Spanish ship which would be at all for- 
‘‘midable is any nearer to thé American coast 
than the Cape Verde Islands, and when Por- 
tugal's neutrality is proclaimed the cruisers 
there will undoubtedly set sail, not for Cuba, 
but for the Canaries. 
They will stay there in all probability until 
our fleet has reduced Cuba to subjection, and 
then they will retire to the peninsula itself 
and devote all of their energies to defending 
the Spanish coast and the Balearic Islands. 
It is the belief in Spain's purely defensive 
policy which has induced the administra- 
tion to authorize immediate hostilities in 
Cuba and also to prepare for a costly sum- 
mer campaign. The revenue measure now 
before the House will pass that body after 
the Democrats have made a record, and it 
will in all probability pass the Senate, too. 
The silver men, including Democrats, Popu- 
lists, and bolting Republicans, will insist 
upon a record vote on the proposition for 
an income tax, and against the issue of 
bonds, but when they are once beaten on 
that, as they will be, they will abandon 
their opposition and vote for the general 
revenue measure. 


Expenses Up. 
The emergency appropriation of $50,000,- 
000 has already been practically exhausted. 
It will take $50,000,000 more to pay the troops 
now called into service for one year. There 
will be another 850,000,000 of naval expenses, 
and $50,000,000 more for supplies, transpor- 
tation, ete., so there is already in sight a 
war expenditure of $150,000,000 which must 
be provided for, and if Spain waits until we 
seize ber colony and then forces the Amer- 
ican fleet to fight its way first to the Ca- 
naries and then to the peninsula this modest 
mate of the war expenses will be easily 
doubled.

RUMOR OF SPANISH FLIGHT, 


Fleet May Not Be in Waiting for Dewey, 
in Which Case He Will Take 
Possession of Manila. 


New York, April 28,—{Special.J—A dis- 
patch to the World from Washington says. 
the Navy department received information 
from Hongkong this afternoon that the 
Spanish fleet at Manila, instead of going out 
to meet Commodore Dewey’s squadron, had 
fied from the port and put to sea to capture 
merchantmen. 

o news was received today from Commo- 
dore Dewey. He will proceed to Manila, and | 
{ if the Spanish sinn are not found. he .] 
destroy the batteries and take possession of 
the city. 

This report seems to be confirmed by a 
Madrid dispatch received in London, which 
Says that a Spanish squadron of nine war- 
ships sailed from Manila last Monday to lie 
in wait off Subig Bay for passing American 
merchantmen. 

Commodore Dewey's instruction not to 
bombard Philippine towns is in line with the 
department’s course since hostilities began. 
President McKinley and Secretary Long te- 
lieve that if a town can be captured without 
bombardment it should be done. 


ATROCITIES IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Late Advices Recite Instances of Bar- 
barous Cruelty to Defenseless Pris- 
oners and Innocent Children. 


Victoria, B. C., April 28.—[{Special.}—The 
steamship Empress of China, which left 
Hongkong March 23, brings news that in 
consequence of the rupture between the 
United States and Spain the rebellion in the 
Philippine Islands has broken out with re- 
newed vigor and the rebels are holding 
demonstrations in favor of the United 
States. Their leaders publicly declare that 
should a force be landed there they will 
throw in their lot with the invaders. 

A Hongkong business-man who returned 
to that port from Manila said: “ Spain 18 
using all kinds of methods in her endeavor 
to quell the rebellion. _ Her agents have, 
it is said, paid large sums of money to sev- 
eral of the rebel leaders on condition that 
they leave the country. To others prom- 
ises of pardon and rewards are made pro- 
vided they lay down arms.” He says the 
Spanish troops have been guilty of revolt- 
ing acts of cruelty toward many of the 
rebels who were injured and fell into their 
hands. In one case this gentleman was 
himself an eye-witness of a barbarous act 
perpetrated by Spaniards and brings evi- 
dence of terrible affairs in photographs tak- 
en by him. A number of wounded rebels 
were lying on a plantation after an engage- 
ment and these were thrown into a crowd- 
ed hut used as a morgue and already con- 
taining bodies of dead rebels. The hut 
was then set on fire, and dead and living 
were burned to ashes, while the Spaniards 
sang ribald songs and shouted deristve cries. 
The photograph taken of the hut while in 
flames shows the living rebels being con- 
sumed in the flames together with the dead. 

In another case the Spanish attacked a 
house in which some 150 rebels were hold- 
ing a meeting. Upon a refusal to surrender 
about ten of the so-called insurrectionists 
were killed, some forty were wounded, 
and the remainder were taken prisoners. 
The prisoners did not long remain in con- 
finement. They were released by death. 

But a few miles from Bolina a small 
party of Spaniards entered the house of a 
family supposed to be in sympathy with 
the rebels and, after robbing the house, shot 
the owner and his children, leaving the un- 
fortunate woman of the house prostrate 
with grief.

Crew Called to Quarters. 

At 12:57 o’clock the bugle on the flagship 
called the crew to general quarters.

The Cincinnati was occupied with the west 
shore works only, but the New York pounded 
at both sides of the bay impartially.

Sampson Squadron Will Continue to 
Patrol the Coast in Front of 
Matanzas.

Key West, Fla., April 28.—[Special Cable.] 
~The statement is made that the blockade of 
Matanzas will be maintained for the present 
just as though the shore batteries had not 
been silenced. The full meaning of that 
bombardment is now understood, though 
the details of the iosses suffered by the 
Spaniards are lacking. Matanzas is the 
center of a district in which the distress 
among reconcentrados was most terrible. 
Hundreds of tons of food received from the 
United States in.the early part of the present 
month were confiscated by Spanish authori- 
ties.

The Captain of the Spanish 
liner Guido, which wis brought in this morn- 
ing, complained that the Terfor had sent its 
shots into his ship after he had obeyed all 
signals and was standing by. Whatever 
question may exist under the President's 
proclamation regarding other vessels, Wash- 
ington authorities seem to have no doubt 
that the Panama was a legitimate prize. 

District Attorney Stripling, after examin-: 
ing the twenty-four passengers who were 
given free passage to Havana by the Span- 
ish Consul General in New York, was satis- 
fied that they were going as recruits for the 
Spanish army in Cuba. Attorney General 
Griggs today telegraphed him to hold them 
as prisoners of war. This has been done. 

The arrival of the Red Cross vessel State 
of Texas tonight from New York, loaded 
down with supplies, makes more feasible the 
early landing at Matanzas or some point 
near there which would serve asa center for 
distributing relief. Four members of the 
Red Cross are on board who are expected to 
serve as distributing agents. There are no 
calls for Red Cross nurses. A portion of the 
supplies are perishable, and it is assumed 
that they will not be allowed to go to wass 
waiting for an opportunity of distribution 
when so many people are starving around 
Matanzas. The State of Texas has 1,400 
tons of canned goods, rice, cornmeal, etc. 
The steamer Mascott did not arrive from 
Tampa on its regular trip tonight. It is said 
to be held as transport for troops.

prize of the monitor Terror. It is the first 
Spanish vessel which has shown any re- 
sistance when ordered to surrender, and the 
damage it sustained was inflict ecause of 
the effort of its Captain, Cruz Alegin, to 
escape after he had been ordered to heave to. 

The capture was made yesterday in full 
sight of two Spanish gunboats, which made 
no attempt to aid the fugitive, and evidently 
thought they had all they could do to save 
themselves. 

The Guido was first sighted by the Terror 
when ten miles off Cardenas. It was in the 
half light of early evening, and the Spanish 
ship could not be plainly seen. But the of- 
ficers of the Terror were not taking afly 
chances on letting anything escape them, 
and at once started in pursuit. They had 
gained a little on the steamer, but saw the 
chase would be a long one unless it was 
stopped. So a blank shot was fired asa hint 
to heave to. 


Captain Alegin, however, had been im- 
pressed with the necessity of getting his 
cargo of provisions to Havana. He had 
been told to reach the port at any hazard, as 
the food he was carrying was sorely needed 
by the besieged troops. So he determined 
to defy the Terror and trust to the speed of 
his vessel. 


The big monitor, plowing after, at last 
decided to resort to desperate measures, and 
a shotted gun was brought to bear on the 
Guido. A moment later one of the six- 
pounders belched forth, and a solid shot 
pierced the hull of the fugitive. Still Cap- 
tain Alegin would not surrender. 

Again and again were the six-pounders of 
he Terror fired. At last one of the solid 
shot struck the pilot-house. The frail wood- 
work was splintered and carried away, while 
Manuel Rivas, the seaman who was on duty 
in it, was hurled to the deck, badly wounded 
and seemingly dying. He was removed to 
the hospital on arrival at Key West. 


The same shot disabled the machinery by 
which the vessel is steered from the pilot- 
house, and for a moment the steamer stag- 
Captain Alegin was still uncon- 
quered and hurried his men aft to the wheel. 


But in the momentary delay the Terror had 


gained upon him, while ahead, ready to in- 
tercept him should he continue his flight, he 
saw the gunboat Machias. Then only did 
the Spaniard give up. But even at the last 
he would not lower the red and yellow flag 
which floated at the stern. He simply or- 
dered his engines stopped und lay to until the 
Terror sent a prize crew on board. He, too, 
had been slightly wounded in the wrist by 
fiying splinters from the pilot-house. 

The first solid six-pounder from the Terror 
carried away the pliot-house, the second a 
boat, and the third the compass. The 
Machias fired its four- inch rine. 


The Guido was taken to Key West by Lieu- 
tenant Edward F. Qualtrough and Ensign 
Willard. Eight Spaniards were wounded by 
splinters. This is the first blood shed on 
board ship. 

The Guido is the richest prize so far. Itis 
roughly valued at $400,000, aside from the 
specie on board. The amount of this is not 


known, as it is in a big iron safe, which has 


been sealed and will not be opened until the 
prize court has formally condemned the ves- 
sel. The Guido is a single screw steamship, 
commanded by Captain Cruz Alegin. 
alls from Bilbao. It is 360.4 feet long and 
was built in Beifast, Ireland, in 1883, by 
Harland & Wolf. It has a displacement of

Washington, D. C., April 28.—No informa- 
tion of the grounding of one of our warships 
was received either by the President or the 
Secretary of the Navy tonight, and so far 
as could be learned no such dispatch reached 
the Navy department.

Washington, D. C., April 28.— Professor 
John B. Moore qualified today at the State 
department as Assistant Secretary of State 
and in the absence of Secretary Day received 
the representatives of foreign governments 
having diplomatic business with the United 
States. Among them were the Portuguese 
Minister and Mr. Hatch, Minister from 
Hawait. 

The latter, it is understood, called to ascer- 
tain, so far as possible, the policy of the 
United States with regard to the republic of 
Hawaii in connection with the war with 
Spain.

Fort Monroe, Va., April 28.—[Special. ]—

Only a bare twelve inches separated the 
ram prow of the cruiser and the side of the 
battleship when the Brooklyn was again 
placed under control. As it was, it tore 
away the port boom of the Massachusetts. 

Guests of the hotels here are beginning to 
feel the war. No one is allowed now to 
walk along the sea front outside the fort. 
An armed sentry has been placed at the 
easterly end of the Hygeli's grounds, and 
turns every one back who tries to walk 
up the beach. 


No News of Montgomery. 


Norfolk, Va., April 28.—No news of the 
transport Panther and the cruiser Mont- 
gomery has been received here. Officials at 
the navy yard fear disaster if the ships 
were delayed on the Hatteras coast, but the 
most experienced navigators unite in saying 
that they ought to have gotten well out to 
sea before meeting the storm.

John A. Logan Promises His Men They

“I want to impress one fact on the minds 
of. the enlisted men here tonight,” said 
Colonel E. F. Shields, a veteran of the civil 
war, at Tattersall’s last evening. If young 
Logan turns out to be anything Ine his 
father you boys will have to fight when you 
meet the enemy.“ . 

The 750 volunteers assembled cheered and 
the applause grew when John A. Logan ap- 
peared. He told the men that he hoped the 
First Illinois Volunteer Cavalry Regiment 
would go down in history as the crack 
mounted command in the service. 

While we have not been the first to leave 
Chicago we may yet the first regiment 
of cavalry to land on Fab soll,“ he said, 
“If I fail in my attempt to get this regiment 
to the front at once it will be through no 
fault of mine. I am confident that there is 
assembled before me this evening the best 
of material. The men I see drawn up in line 
are not afraid of roughing it. That is what 
we will have to do, boys. We must go fully 
expecting it. If we go to the front, and 1 
have every reason to believe that we shall, 
we will go there to ght.“ 

The work of forming the men into troops 
was begun and these were put through a 
preliminary drill. A board consisting of 
Drs. Borhard, C. F. Clayton, and Cunning- 
ham commenced the task of examining the 
recruits. Troop K, which desires to be 
known as the “ Varsity Troop,” selected its 
officers.

SPANIARDS STILL HOPE FOR AID. 


Trying to Show the Powers That They 
Are Injured by the Blockade 
of Havana. 


Madrid, April 28.—In the Senate today 
General Donoso eulogized the Captain of the 
transport Montserrat for running the block- 
ade. Admiral Bermejo, Minister of Marine, 
replying, said the government had decided 
to confer a decoration on the officer. 

Senator Toca declared that the American 
blockade of a part of the Cuban coast was 
contrary to international law and calculated 
to cause great injury to neutrals. He hoped 
that neutral powers would act in behalf of 
their own interests,“ and urged the govern- 
ment to issue a circular note to the powers 
explaining the situation. 

Admiral Bermejo promised that the gov- 
ernment would take up the question with 
a view of communicating its conclusions to 


the powers.

the American squadron is unchanged. 


MEAN TO RUN THE BLOCKADE. 


Spanish Captains Offer to Carry the 
Mails to Cuba Despite the Pres- 
ence of American Ships. 


Madrid, April 28.—It is announced this 
evening that the Captains of the steamships 
of the Compania Transatlantica will under- 
take to carry the Spanish mails to Cuba. 

They declared that they are certain they 
can force the blockade instituted by the 
United States fleet. 

Spanish residents in Mexico have cabled 
the government offering to send the neces- 
saries of life to the Cubans. 

London, April 28.—The British Foreign 
office has officially been notified by the Span- 
ish Embassy that the government of Spain 
has ordered the ports of Cuba, the Philip- 
pines, and Puerto Rico to be defended by 
lines of torpedoes and that entry into these 
ports, therefore, is only possible under the 
guidance of pilots, who are in readiness out- 
side the lines of defense to taks ships in. 

The Foreign office is further notified that 
the Spanish colonial officials will order the 
removal of buoys and the extinguishment 
of lights whenever steps are deemed neces- 
sary for the defense of their respective ter- 
ritories. 

Cadiz, April 28.—Three steamers o tn 
Compania Transatlantica are being rapid 
armed as cruisers. The Buenos Ayres is 
mounting four sixteen-centimeter guns, four 
twelve-centimeter guns, and two nine-cen- 
timeter guns; the Antonio Lopez is mount- 
ing four twelves and two nines, and the 
Joaquin Pielage two nines and two Maxims. 
The Ciudad de Cadiz, which will accompany 
the torpedo squadron, has four twelve-cen- 
timeter guns, two nines, and two quick fires. 

The forts at Rota, six miles north of Ca- 
diz, and at San Cataline are being strength- 
ened and new guns are being mounted. 


MAY ATTACK SPAIN AT HOME. 


If the Flotilla Does Not Cross the At- 
lantic the American Ships May 
Go to Seek It. 


New York, April 28.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says: The 
Board of Strategy recommended at a late 
hour this evening that as soon as it becomes 
apparent that the Spanish flotilla, presuma- 
bly at Cape Verde Islands, does not intend 
to cross the Atlantic to engage our fleet, the 
Canary Islands in the Atlantic and one of 
the Balearic Islands in the Mediterranean, 
probably the Island of Minorca, will be 
seized by the United States as bases of sup- 
plies. \ 

“If the Spanish fleet does not come to us 
the Board of Strategy has decided that to 
end the war the United States warships must 
attack Spaih at home. 

“The best\ warships are certain to reach 
the other side of the Atl&ntic considerably 
the worse for the voyage. Such a trip in- 
volves a serious depletion of fuel, for the 
supply of which all ports are now closed to 
American and Spanish ships of war.

The first 
explosion occurred in one of the packing- 
houses, caused, it is thought, by a spark 
from the pipe of a careless smoker. The 
concussion set off the explosives in another 
packing-house near by.

The port in Cuba which it is intended to 
hold will be amply fortified by the land 
forces, protected by three or more ships of 
war.

GIVE AN ELABORATE CONCERT IN 
CENTRAL MUSIC HALL. 


Barge and Fashionable Audience At- 
tends the Benefit Performance for 
the Chicago Maternity Hospital and 
Nurse’s Training School—MM. Ysaye, 
Martieu, Gerardy, Bendix, and 
Lachaume Are the Performers and 


Their Work Is Applauded. 


The distinguished artists, MM. Ysaye, 
Marteau, Gerardy, Lachaume, and Mr. Max 
Bendix, gave an interestingly novel “ en- 
semble concert artistique” last night in 
Central Music Hall before an enthusiastic 
audience. It was the first of two benefit con- 
certs for the Chicago Maternity Hospital 
and Nurses’ Training School. It was one of 
those occasions when eminent artists make 
their individuality subservient to the de- 


mands of concerted work, putting it in the “ 


background when the part is only a portion 
of the artistic whole or dominating the har- 
mony when the theme called it forth. It 
was a concert given by artists for artists, 
not but what the audience could and did 
enjoy the work, but in order to fully appre- 
ciate the difficulties of the execution and the 
skill displayed it would be necessary to have 
attempted for years to attain the standard 
of excellence which was shown in the work 
last night. 

A better example of what is called temper- 
ament could not be found than was evinced 
in the artistic finish, the delicacy, and the 
subtle charm. 

The opening number of the program was 
Faure's first quatuor, op. 15, which was 
played for the first time here. It is scored 
for violin, viola, cello, and piano, and MM. 
Marteau, Ysaye, Gerardy, and Lachaume 
proved that the difficulties of the score were 
no difficulties at all. The first movement is 
broad and distinctively intellectual. The 
gscherzo opens with an impetuous pizzicato, 
which works up into pleading, sonorous 
phrases on muted strings. In the adagioa 
peculiar effect was gained when the violin 
and cello in unison phrase were pitted 
against the ‘cello and viola repeating the 
same phrase. The final allegro was a climax 
of rapid, difficult scale passages interwoven 
with a melodic episode. 


Most Interesting Movement. 

The largo of the Bach D minor double 
violin concerto was probably the most in- 
teresting movement. This number was 
played by MM. Ysaye and Marteau. The 
music is beautiful. Question and answer are 
brought t as distinctly as if two human 
lives had Tound voice in tone and were tell- 
ing their pathetic story of ‘ambition and 


struggle. At the close of this number there 


was recall after recall, but the players 
proved themselves true artiste and refused 
the encore. - 

The last work, Cesar Frank’s quintet, was 
played for the first time. It was the most 
exacting, and showed wonderful handling 
and originality. It works up through an 


- elaborate development to a stupendous cli- 


max of strings in unison fortissimo phrases, 


‘while the piano through a series of double 


octave runs and crashing arpeggios, climbs 
to an effect which can only be described as 
that of fuli orchestra. There will be one 


more opportunity to hear this, on next Sat- 


urday afternoon.

EXPOSITION BUILDING PLANS. 


Structure Proposed for Lake Front to 
Be 800 by 600 Feet in Size 
and Ornate.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEPTER. 


[Copuriaht, 1898. by the Marquise de Fontenou. | 

That the Prince of Wales should have 
been delegated by the Queen to preside in 
her place at the meeting of the Privy Coun- 
cil at which so important a subject as the 
proclamation of Grea: Britain's neutrality 
in the present Spanish-American war was 
discussed and its terms decided upon and 
passed shows that the venerable sovereign 
has at length got over some of that inordi- 
nate jealousy which so many rulers manifest 
toward their heirs, and which has led her 
for the last thirty years to- keep her eldest 
son aloof to an extraordinary degree from 
everything pertaining to the administration 
of the government, and from the control of 
the domestic and foreign policy of the 
nation. 

She was perfectly content to delegate to 
him the more social and ornamental func- 
tions of sovereignty, although she has al- 
ways exercised a strict supervision, closing 
her doors both at Windsor and at Bucking- 
ham Palace to some of his most cherished 
friends. 

But in actual administrative business she 
would not permit him to interfere, and it Is 
not by her directions, but merely by the 
cougtesy of the Premiers and Foreign Secre- 
tarles of State that copies of all the tmpor- 
tant dispatches received at the Foreign offica 
from abroad are transmitted to him at the 
same time as to his mother. 

This attitude on the part of the Queen 
toward her son has frequently been a mat- 
ter of comment both at home and abroad, 
and is attributed not only to the Queen's ap- 
prehension lest the views, the tastes, and 
the prejudices of her son, so diametrically 
opposed to her own, might lead him to influ- 
ence England's policy in directions which 
she disapproved, but likewise because sixty 
years of sovereignty over the greatest em- 
pire in the world has contributed io render 
her Majesty rather imperious and disposed 
to resent the expression of opinions that do 
not coincide with her own. 

I do not know if the signature of the Queen 
will be added to England's proclamation of 
neutrality, which is of course issued in her 
name, but if it does not the proclamation 
will constitute the first public document of 
any such importance to bear the signature of 
the Prince of Wales. 

Perhaps the Queen has, like the Emperor 
of Austria, come to the conclusion that it 
might be preferable to initiate her heir to 
the duties of rulership while she is still alive 
and able to superintend the process, sincedt 
is evident that he would be more likely to 
conform himself to her views and préjudices 
and to steer the course of the ship of state 
In accordance therewith if placed at the 
helm during her lifetime than if suddenly 
and without any preparation he is called 
upon to assume it at her death. 

->- 

With a view of satisfying in a measure the 
aspirations of his Bohemian subjects, Em- 
peror Francis Joseph has decided to reéstab- 
lish an imperial court at the Hradshin, at 
Prague, an historic and magnificent palace, 
which was once the abode of the Kings of 
Bohemia, but has been unoccupied by any 
member of the imperial family since the 
death of old Archduke Francis Charles, the 
father of the present Emperor, who had sur- 
rendered his rights of succession to the 
throne to his eldest son in 1848. 

The Emperor has now ordered his cousin, 
Archduke Peter Ferdinand, son of the last 
sovereign Grand Duke of Tuscany, to take 
up his residence permanently at the Hrad- 
shin, where he will be provided with a full- 
fledged court, and be called upon to fulfill a 
number of representative duties, such as for 
instance holding receptions and levees and 
reviews, etc., in the name of the Emperor, 
precisely as if he were a viceroy of Bohemia. 

This is the next best thing to having the 
Emperor crowned as King of Bohemia, 
which the Czechs have been urging him to 
do ever since he was crowned King of Hun- 
gary, and it may be regarded as another step 
in the direction of the conversio# of the 
Austrian Empire into a number of more or 
less independent federal states bound only 
together by dynastic ties. 

It is hardly necessary to say that this con- 
cession on the part of the Emperor to the 
Czech element has given no end of dissatis- 
faction to the Germans of Bohemia, who 
stand much in the same numerical relation 
to the Czechs as Ulster does to the remainder 
of Ireland. 


After almost every consistory Leo XIII. 
makes a new will disposing of his private 
fortune, and the last consistory was as usual 
followed by a change of his testamentary 
dispositions. This time they have been of 
such a character as to excite the consterna- 
tion of his family. For the new will which 
has just been made disinherits all his rela- 
tives with the solitary exception of his 
favorite nephew, Count Luigi Pecci, whom 
he desires to be heir to his entire fortune. 

He declares that it would be preferable for 
his fortune to remain in the hands of one 
single member of his family and to becomea 
sort of entailed family estate rather than to 
be split up among all his kinsfolk. Besides 
this Leo XIII. complains of the manner in 
which his other nephews and nieces—name- 
ly: Count Camillo Pecci, married to the 
Cuban heiress, Sylvela Bueno y Gazzon; 
Count Richard Pecci and his wife, and two 
married nieces, the Countess Marie Moroni 
and the Marquise Anna Canali, have all been 
speculating and raising money on the 
strength of their eventual inheritance of his 
wealth. 

Of course there is a possibility that the 
Holy Father may change his will again after 


while his nephew Luigi will inherit every- 
thing, while the Holy Father's other 
nephews and nieces will be cut off without 
the traditional shilling. 

A singularly sensational wedding, closely 
associated with a ministerial crisis, has just 
taken place at Bucharest. The 2 
took place at Jassy, and immediately after 
it was over the bridegroom left for Bucha- 
rest by special train with the prospect of 
never seeing his bride again. 

The bridegroom was Jone! Bratiano, Min- 
ister of Public Works and of Agriculture 
until ten days ago, and.son of the celebrated 
Roumanian Premier to whom King Charles 
is to a great extent indebted for his throne. 
Whe bride is by birth a Princess Marie Mo- 
ruzzi, and widow of that young Demetrius 
Couza, half-brother of King Milan, who was 
the 
ex-King Milan's mother, the beautiful Prin- 
cess Obrenovitch, and Prince John Couza, 
the last Hospodar or sovereign Prince of 
Roumania prior to the electian to the throne 
of King Charles, 

People are not strict on the score of moral- 
ity in the Balkan States, and therefore no 
one took much exception to the intimacy 
which sprung up about two years ago be- 
tween young.Bratiano and the widowed 
Princess, who is as rich as she is beautiful. 

Finding recently, however, that she was 
about to become a mother she felt that even 
Roumanian ethics of conventionality and 
Bucharest ideas of propriety would demand 
that the situation should be made regular by 
marriage, all the more.as there was no ob- 
stacle in the way, she herself being a widow 
and young Bratiano a bachelor. 

The latter, however, turned a deaf ear to 
all suggestions of marriage, and it was not 
until the Princess’ brother, Prince Morussi, 
intervened and threatened to shoot the Min- 
ister of Public Works on sight, the menace 
being reiterated subsequently by other mem- 
bers of the Morussi family, that he consented 
reluctantly to marry the lady. 


It was she herself and not Bratiano who 
insisted that they should part forever as 
soon as ever the ceremony had been com- 
pleted, and that proceedings for a divorce 
should at once be instituted on the ground 
of incompatibility of temper.

But if he dies mean- } 


issue of the unlawful union between 


FAIR FORESTERS AT ODDS 


TROUBLES IN THE WOMAN'S CATHO- 
LIC ORDER CON VEN TION. 


Agnew Court’s Determination to Seat 
Delegates Causes Personalities and 
the Excitement Leads to a Call for 
Police by the Handel Hall Manager 
—History of the Unpleasantness— 
Appeal to Civil Law Threatened— 
Statistics ot the Year. 


When the fifth national convention of the 
Woman's Catholic Order of Foresters ad- 
journs today the delegates will have com- 
pleted the most exciting four days’ session 
in the history of the organization. Personal 
encounters between the members ending in 
a general tumult which caused the manager 
of Handel Hall to send for the police, char- 
acterized the first session, and kindred scenes 
have been repeated, it is said, in milder form 
at each subsequent meeting. The indica- 
tions last evening were that harmony will 
have been restorec, however, before final ad- 
journment. 

The trouble was caused by the efforts of 
Agnew Court of Chicago to seat delegates in 
the convention against the wishes of the 
national officers, who held that the local 
court had been suspended from the order be- 
cause of an infraction of constkutional re- 
quirements. On Tuesday afternoon, when 
Mrs. Elizabeth Rodgers, the High Chief 
Ranger, called the convention to order, the 
clash came. Agnew Court's delegates were 
in thelr seats and announced their intention 
of remaining there. Just as firm was the 
opposition, and before argument was well 
under way the two sides, each angered by 
bitter taunts from the other, had collidedina 
personal altercation. 


Evidences of Trouble. 


‘The sessions being secret, the tenants of 
the building could only tmagine the nature of 
the disturbance until the door of the hall 
burst open’ and a hatless woman with a 
rapidly darkening eye rushed out and sought 
refuge in a millinery establishment on the 
second floor. The ensuing disturbance was 
so great that Miss Squires, the manager of 
the hall, telephoned an excited request for 
the police, but when they arrived the con- 
vention had adjourned for the day. 

When it was reported to the High Chief 
Ranger that delegates as well as members 
of the suspended Agnew Court were in the 
hall, and these delegates had been requested 
to leave, Margaret Condon, a delegate from 
that court, protested, and another member 
of Agnew questioned the High Chief 
Ranger’s authority. Then some forceful de- 
bate is said to have taken place, and finally 
the Vice High Chief Ranger, Miss Annie 
Daly, announced that all who were neither 
delegates nor alternates must leave the 
meeting. 

The Agnew Court members then with. 
drew and held a private session of their own. 
In the meantime the convention has been 
considering committee reports, and today 
the annual election will take place. This is 
expected to open the way to another lively 
session. 


Views on Different Sides. 


Mrs. Rodgers yesterday spoke regretfully 
of the trouble, saying a good deal of the 
disturbance had been due to some young 
women who had studied parliamentary law 
and wanted to show their knowledge, but 
she insisted that Agnew Court's delegates 
had no right in the convention. 

Agnew Court was indignant at the High 
Chief Ranger’s ruling and the members said 
that in spite of the rules of the order they 

ill appeal to the civil courts and see that 

at they consider justice is done. 

A member of the order gave her version of 
the trouble in a few words, saying: The 
trouble arose over the action of the conven- 
tion last year electing Mrs. Rodgers perma- 
nent High Chief Ranger. There is an opinion 
among many fhat she should be displaced.”’ 

Mrs. Rodgers anticipated in her annual 
address the state of feeling that existed 
among some of the members of the order, 
saying: 

Ik the convention deems it wise to select 
a successor to my position, as it is rumored 
some of them intend to do, I will cheerfully 
give way to her.“ 

In her annual report Mrs. Rodgers recom- 
mends the holding of biennial instead of 
annual conventions and the establishment of 
a reserve endowment fund. There has been 
paid out in endowments since the founding 
of the order $140,950. During the year Mrs. 
Rodgers established eighty-one new courts. 
She recommends the setting apart of July 
17, the anniversary of the founding of the 
order, as Forester day.

JEWS TO PRAY FOR M’KINLEY. 


Special Service of Congregation Anshe 
Kanesses Israel to Be Held To- 
morrow Morning. 


Special prayers in behalf of the safety, suc- 
cess, and triumph of President McKiley, his. 
Cabinet, and the army and navy of the 
United States in the present international 
conflict will be offered tomorrow morning 
at 9 o’clock by the Congregation Anshe 
Kanesses Israel, Clinton and Judd streets. 
The call was issued yesterday, bearing the 
signatures of David Kallis, chairman of 
Committee of Arrangements, L. Epstein, 
President, and A. Kallis, Secretary. 

David Kallis, who is a Deputy Sheriff and 
ex-County Commissioner, says the Russian 
Jews in this country regard the present war 
with Spain as a God-given impetus to the 
ultimate triumph of civilization over bar- 
barism. 

Although we are a people without a coun- 
try.“ said Mr. Kallis, the Hebrews, es- 
pecially those from Russia, are more inter- 
ested in the war and its outcome than any 
other race of people on the globe. To us 
the United States of America has been liter- 
ally ‘a land flowing with milk and honey.’ 
For this reason we stand ready to give of our 
numbers or of our means as shall be needed 
to aid the cause of liberty. A victory over 
Spain would reach farther than is at pres- 
ent generally comprehended. Free Cuba will 
be the keynote to a song of liberty wherever 


oppression now exists. It will hasten the 


day of brotherhood.”’ 

As a result of Mr. Kallis’ act!ve interest 
in the outcome of the struggle this country 
is now engaged in the special services of 
prayer, and thanksgiving will be held to- 
morrow. Judges of the courts and repre- 
sentative business-men among the Gentiles 
has been invited.

Mr. Dalzell [Rep., Pa.] in support ot the 
bill said that the loans proposed to be 
floated by the pending bill could not be 
avoided. The ordinary and extraordinary 
revenues of the government would not be 


] sufficient to prosecute 2 great war. He re- 


garded the bond provision of-the bill as its 
most beneficent feature. It opened the door 
to patriotism by giving those who could not 
go to the front an opportunity to share the 
glory of supporting the government. 

Mr. McMillin [Dem., Tenn. J criticised some 
of the internal revenue features of the Dill 
as especially onerous upon the poor, and 
argued that the wealth of the country should 
bear a greater proportion of the war taxes. 
He quoted Secretary Gage as saying that 
$500,000,000 was sufficient to prosecute the 
war. As there were now in the Treasury 
$200,000,000, he cgntended that a bond au- 
thorization was unnecessary. 

Mr. Hopkins [Rep., III.] commended the 
bill as the best that could be framed to raise 
extraordinary revenue. Over $55,000,000 
would be obtained from beer and tobacco, 
articles of voluntary consumption. The re- 
mainder would come from tonnage taxation 
and from the stamp tax, which would fall 
mainly upon the classes able to pay. The 
bond feature of the bill had been urged, he 
said, by the patriotic administration which 
was to prosecute the war. He derided the 
income tax proposition of the minority, and 
was especially caustic in his criticism of the 
proposition to issue $58,000,000 of green- 
backs. In one year of the civil war the 
greenbacks had cost the government $300,- 
000,000, * 

Mr. Mann [Rep., III.] made a brief speech 
in support of the bill. :
